No one knows just how many work- 


ers it will take. All that is known 
s thai $15,000,000,000 worlh of defense 
contracts have been let, and as that's 


lot of business, it will take a lot 


of men. 


Facts lhat arc known additionally 


arc that there arc between six and 
even 
million 
unemployed in the 


country today, including those on 
WPA, 
and that there arc five million 


memploycd registered wilh federal 
ind slale upncmploymcnt insurance 
offices. Rounding up the unregistered 
nillion or Iwo and finding whal they 
can do to help, if anything, is part of 
he job.. 


Drive for Skilled Labor 


United States employment service, 


created back In 1918 as part of the de- 
partment of labor, but now funclion- 
ng as a parl of the social security 
)oard of the federal security admin- 
stralion, has charge of this labor re- 
ruiling drive. Cooperaling, actually 
doing Ihc work, will bo Ihc 1,500 main 


fficcs and Ihc 3,000 branch officers of 
he various slale omploymonl services, 
el up as parl of each slate's unem- 
iloymcnl insurance administrations. 


The drive to get all Ihe men reg- 


slcrod will last a month. It will bo 
onducted wilh poslcrs, palriolic ap- 
icals, speeches and announcements in 
hurches, schools and wherever. 
The aim will be lo register every 


unemployed person capable of hol-J- 
ng a job and f^vcry person now hold- 
ng an unskilled job but capable of 
doing a skilled job. Particularly, lln: 
>ail is to tic j;ui out for ,-ncii capable 
of doing a job in aircraft manufacture, 
acronaulical engineering, .shipbuilding 
and 
machine shop and 
machinery 


manufaclui!ng. Shcol mt-.-l workers, 
ship carpenters and fitter?, lool and 
die makers and machinists arc in 
particular demand. 


Refresher Courses For Once- 


Skilled Workers 


The prospect of finding enough of 


those skilled laborers, ready to go to 
work, is rather small. 


A survey of the unemployment in- 


surance rolls of over four million, 
made last January in an effort to ob- 
tain men for 40 defense occupations, 
revealed only 350,000 suitable crafts- 
men. Hence tho broadening of Iho 
coming drive lo include men now 
working on one job bul capable of do- 
ing a boiler one. 


Men who worked al skilled trades 


some years ago, and who may have 
lost their knack, are lo be referred lo 
refresher courses being run by other 
government agencies, in an effort to 
bring their skills up lo snuff and make 
them capable of skilled work again. 


Knudscn Wants Service to Be 


a Clearing House

paying W. P. A, wages lo men while 
rolearning trades they may have lost 
in Iho depression. 


U. S. O. E.—United Stales office of 


cclucalion, pays tuition bul not living 
expenses lo men taking advanced tech- 
nical training in colleges and univcr- 
silics. 


U. S. E. S.—United Stales employ- 


ment service, registers the unemploy- 
ed, classifies them, and cither puts 
them on the job or recommends them 
for training or refresher courses. This 
outfit, working through the 4,500 local 
employment offices of the slate, is tho 
one lhat will carry tho hod for Iho big 
job mobilization drive now. 


Since 1918, Ihis federal and state 


employment service has placed 32,- 
000,000 men on jobs. Defense Commis- 
sioner William S. Knudscn has rec- 
ommended that all employers use 
these federal and state employment 
services as a clearing house in re- 
cruiting labor, and the hope is lhal 
out of Iho present drive some syslcin 
will bo developed lo supply Ihc labor 
demand.

Needs Six Hours' Sun 


Few properties are so laid out as 


to provide art Ideal Defense Gar* 
den site for varying reasons, such 
as shade trees, the proximity of 
other buildings, the placing of the 
house on the around space or some- 
thing else. It Is necessary to take 
the lay of the land as It Is and pick 
put a garden spot as good as may 
be under the circumstances. 
In 


Other words, make the best of the 
situation. 


The fact that the home site does 


hot offer an ideal place for vege- 
tables should not prevent an effort 
to grow vegetables. 
In no other 


way cnn really fresh and highest 
quality vegetables be obtained. Any 
piece of ground, even as small as 
D by 5 feet, will grow a supply of 
something in the way of vegetables 
The least size for an all around gar- 
den to give a reasonable supply 
Is 20 by 20 feet and from this size 
up, but much can be done with even 
smaller space. 


There is only one absolute neces- 


sity in selecting the garden loca- 
tion and that is sunlight for nt least 
a portion of the day; the longer the 
garden may have sun the better. 
However, good gardens are often 
seen in city back yards which get 
only a few hours of sun daily. If 
the gardert can have sun from nine 
in the morning until three in the 
afternoon, any of the common vege- 
tables can be grown successfully. 
Many of the standard vegetables 
can be grown with even less sun 
than this. This has been proved by 
actual experimental test. It is not 
nn experiment of dubious result to 
try to grow vegetables on a partially 
shaded site. 


Select a Garden Location That Will 


Have Sunlight From 9 a. m. to 3 
p. m. U Possible. 
Ideal soil isn't often found. Take 


the soil as you flnd it and proceed 
to build it up. This is no great task. 
The one feature to avoid is a low 
lying position that is always soggy 
and in which water is bound to 
stand after rains. This is one.fea- 
lure that bars a site for successful 
vegetables until drainage has been 
supplied. 


A vegetable garden 50 by 100 feet 


will furnish an adequate supply of 
vegetables for a family of six.
